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‘Despicable 
hit-and-run 
driver jailed

A HAVERHILL driver who 
crushed the legs of two foot¬ 
ballers in a hit-and-run ac¬ 
cident has been jailed for 40 
months. 

Jan Adamec, of Shetland 
Road, was driving over the 
speed limit without head¬ 
lights when he hit Shaun 
Whiter and Joey Abbs, who 
were changing a tyre by the 
side of the road at around 
11pm on July 1. 

Despite them both hav¬ 
ing switched on the hazard 
lights on their cars, wearing 
high-vis jackets and carry¬ 


ing torches, Adamec, a Czech 
national with British citizen¬ 
ship, smashed into them as 
they worked at the back of 
Mr Abbs’ car on Dullingham 
Road, near Newmarket. 

Adamec was well aware he 
had hit someone, but he then 
reversed and drove off, leav¬ 
ing the pair bleeding in the 
road. 

Prosecutor Martin Mulgrew 
told Cambridge Crown Court 
on Friday that witnesses de¬ 
scribed seeing Adamec’s Ford 
Focus “veering a number of 
times over the road”, almost 
colliding with another vehi¬ 
cle as it overtook at speed. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth described

Adamec’s actions as “despic¬ 
able”. 

Mr Whiter, 27, a centre- 
midfielder at Newmarket 
Town Football Club, had both 
his legs amputated below the 
knee following the crash. 

Mr Abbs, 31, who plays for 
Soham Town Rangers, also 
suffered severe leg injuries. 

The court heard of the 
physical and emotional toll 
on both men. 

Mr Whiter described break¬ 
ing down in tears after the 


doctor told him his legs 
would need to be amputated 
and said he still has night¬ 
mares about the crash. 

He said: “I cannot under¬ 
stand why Mr Adamec did 
not stop to help me, or have 
the moral decency to call the 
emergency services.” 

Mr Abbs added: “Who 
would do this and not stop 
to help, who would leave us 
to die?” 

Following a major police 
appeal, a neighbour spotted a 
severely damaged car match¬ 
ing their description parked 
outside Adamec’s Haverhill

Hope of talks 
with minister 


HAVERHILL councillors are 
set to meet Health Minister 
Jeremy Hunt to discuss the 
state of the area’s healthcare. 

The idea for the meeting 
came about after the Mayor 
of Haverhill David Roach 
contacted MP Matthew 
Hancock when proposals for 
Suffolk health cuts were put 
forward earlier this year. 

The cuts, proposed by the 
Ipswich and East Suffolk 
and the West Suffolk Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Groups 
(CCGs), would see services 
for marginalised and vulner¬ 
able adults (MVA) moved 
to Ipswich. The number of 
rounds of IVF treatments 
provided for a couple on the 
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NHS would also be reduced 
to either one or none. 

Cllr Roach said that the 
MVA cuts would affect vul¬ 
nerable Haverhill people 
who were unlikely to have 
their own transport. 

“It’s nonsensical for it to 
be in Ipswich,” he said. 

No date has been set for 
the meeting, and Cllr Roach 
hopes to discuss the state 
of healthcare in Haverhill 
more broadly. Earlier this 
year hundreds of residents 
signed a petition calling for 
better access to GP appoint¬ 


ments. 

Mr Hancock said: “ I am 
seeking a meeting with Jer¬ 
emy Hunt, to discuss the 
future of primary care in 
Haverhill with a small del¬ 
egation from the area. I un¬ 
derstand the concerns from 
members of the commu¬ 
nity about how we can im¬ 
prove healthcare provision 
in Haverhill and, as always, 
will do my best to make sure 
those concerns are given a 
voice.” 

A spokesperson for the 
CCGs said they welcomed 
this initiative by Haverhill 
councillors and it was im¬ 
portant the challenges fac¬ 
ing the NHS were discussed.

Prison jeans 
put up for 
illegal sale 

PRISON jeans manufactured at a 
jail near Haverhill have been put 
up for sale online illegally. 

The jeans, which were 
produced at HMP Highpoint in 
Stradishall, were put up for sale 
on auction site eBay. 

The trousers were given to 
prisoners at HMP Durham to 
wear, but they remained the 
property of the prison service. 

This the case for all prison 
jeans and means it is against the 
law to steal or sell them. 

But this pair was put on sale 
for £30 - plus £4.99 for two-day 
delivery by courier. 

The listing describes the jeans 
as "Durham HMP jeans Exc cond 
36" waist". 

The seller, delboy79uk, 
wrote underneath: "You won't 
be disappointed. Nice pair of 
Genuine Durham HMP Jeans. 
Any Q's just ask thanks." 

A photograph of the 
jeans' label shows they 
were manufactured at HMP 
Highpoint. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: "It is against the law to 
steal or sell prison property. We 
are looking into this case and 
will take the appropriate action." 

Last Wednesday the listing for 
the jeans was ended, but it can 
still be viewed.

HMO problems 
under spotlight 


PROBLEMS with multiple- 
occupancy houses in Haver¬ 
hill are being tackled by a 
community task group. 

There are hotspots of 
crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour around certain 
houses of multiple occu¬ 
pancy (HMOs) in Haverhill, 
according to both analytical 
and anecdotal evidence, the 
town’s police inspector Dan¬ 
ny Cooper said at a board 
meeting of ONE Haverhill 
yesterday 

Insp Cooper, who is a 
member of the community 
partnership’s crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour task group, 
spoke about the progress 
the group had made tackling 
those hotspots. 

He said a meeting had 
been arranged at Haverhill’s 
police station with a land¬ 
lord of HMO properties in 
Haverhill as well as a hous¬ 
ing officer and representa¬ 
tive from West Suffolk Coun¬ 
cils. 

“That was actually quite 
positive,” he said. 

Insp Cooper said the hous¬ 
ing provider told him they 
were having trouble getting 
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honest information about 
some of their clients before 
housing them. 

Insp Cooper said mem¬ 
bers of the task group would 
be writing to agencies that 
refer individuals to Haver¬ 
hill housing providers em¬ 
phasising the importance of 
clear information, as well as 
writing to the probation ser¬ 
vice with a similar message. 

He said the housing pro¬ 
vider had told him they 
would be putting up post¬ 
ers in their houses to make 
house rules clear, with a view 
to reducing anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

Town councillor Pat Han¬ 
lon said: “It’s really good to 
listen to this because quite 
a lot of people have come 
up to me saying the prob¬ 
lems they have with HMOs 
- shouting and screaming at 
two o’clock in the morning.” 

Insp Cooper said the task 
group would be looking at 
ways ONE Haverhill could 
provide support for people 


with chaotic lifestyles who 
live in HMOs. 

Philip Sullivan of Have- 
bury Housing Partnership 
said: “It’s very positive the 
steps you are taking. The is¬ 
sue has an impact on the 
community. 

“These individuals do 
need somewhere to live, it’s 
just this isn’t suitable ac¬ 
commodation. Having hous¬ 
ing options is really impor¬ 
tant - somewhere they are 
not causing problems with 
neighbours but they have 
got a roof over their head 
and have the support they 
need.” 

New chair of ONE Haver¬ 
hill John Mayhew said after 
the meeting that improv¬ 
ing the HMO situation was 
an issue he was keen to see 
tackled. “It’s obvious that 
we need to be looking for 
a resource in Haverhill for 
people who are homeless, 
people who have come out 
of prisons,” he said.

Mum holds

A MUM is organising a buggy 
walk to raise money for the char¬ 
ity that supported her when her 
baby was premature.

“She was very tiny,” said Tor. 
“She was on breathing apparatus 
for a day and then she was in an 
incubator. We couldn’t hold her 
for five days after she was born, 
which was awful.” 

Maddison had to be fed through 
a tube for the first two months of 
her life. 

She had issues putting on 
weight and had to go back into 
hospital when she went down to 
just three pounds. 

But at nearly 18 months old, 
Maddison’s now a healthy tod¬ 
dler. 

The charity that supported 
Tor and her husband, Colin, was 
Bliss, which was set up to support 
sick and premature babies and 
their families. 

Tor said: “Without them I 
wouldn’t have coped with her be¬ 
ing so early. They were just amaz¬ 
ing.” 
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Now Maddison is doing well, 
Tor has decided to organise a 5k 
buggy walk around Haverhill to 
raise money and awareness for 
Bliss. 

“We’re just trying to get as many 
people as possible to join in with 
us - the more the merrier,” said 
Tor. 

Although the event is described 
as a “buggy walk”, buggies are 
not a requirement - families with 
older children or adults without 
children are just as welcome. 

The event will have a theme of 
“Little Heroes” and dressing up is 
optional. 

Walkers will meet at 1.30pm on 
Sunday, September 25, outside 
Haverhill Leisure Centre in the 
town’s Ehringshausen Way.

Thieves use JCB 
digger in raid 


RAM-RAIDERS used a sto¬ 
len digger to rip out a cash¬ 
point machine early on Sun¬ 
day morning. 

Police think the raid at the 
Co-Op in Market Hill, Clare, 
could be linked with other 
similar cases across the 
Eastern region. 

The thieves used a stolen 
JCB in the raid at around 
2.50am before making off 
in a stolen white Ford Si¬ 
erra pick-up truck towards 
the town’s Ashen Road. The 
cashpoint machine was 
found opened in Nethergate 
Street, Clare. 

The JCB was taken from 
a farm in the nearby village 
of Belchamp St Paul, some 
time after 6.30pm on Satur- 
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day. 

The white Ford Sierra pick¬ 
up was taken from an ad¬ 
dress in Heath Road, Wiven- 
hoe, between 11.10pm and 
11.20pm on Saturday. 

Liz Hind, wife of the land¬ 
lord at the Bell Hotel across 
the street from the Co-op, 
said she woke up on Sunday 
to see the damage. 

“I moved down here from 
inner-city Liverpool - I feel 
like I’ve moved to some 
crime hotspot,” she said. 

Residents took to social 
media to express their dis¬ 
belief, with one saying: “Sad 


that our lovely little town has 
been targeted in this way.” 

The incident comes after 
a similar case in St Neots, 
when a JCB was used to re¬ 
move a cashpoint machine 
from a Spar outlet. 

The thieves made off in 
a white pick-up truck, and 
around £25,000 is estimated 
to have been stolen. 

A spokesperson for Suf¬ 
folk police said: “Detectives 
are exploring possibilities 
of it being linked with other 
similar regional incidents 
around ram-raids.” 

He said there had also 
been some incidents in Es¬ 
sex.

Guilty driver told police he hit a deer

home. 

When police tried to 
speak to the 40-year-old fa- 
ther-of-two, Adamec tried 
to escape from a down¬ 
stairs window. 

Following his arrest, he 
told police he had hit a deer 
and denied the charges. 

After accessing his mo¬ 
bile phone, police retrieved 
messages from Adamec to 
his girlfriend from the night 
of the accident, saying he 
was coming to visit her. 

His route would take him 
directly past where the ac¬ 
cident took place. 



He originally pleaded 
not guilty to two charges 
of causing serious injury 


by dangerous driving, but 
later changed his plea. 

He was sentenced to 40 


months imprisonment and 
will be banned from driv¬ 
ing for five years after his 
release. 

His solicitor Asma Khan 
told the court Adamec was 
deeply sorry for his actions, 
and “shows a high level of 
remorse”, prompting the 
judge to interrupt, saying 
“well he didn’t on the day”. 

In a pre-prepared state¬ 
ment read to the court by 
Ms Khan, Adamec said his 
behaviour was “totally un¬ 
acceptable”. 

“Not a day passes when 
I don’t think of the pain of 
the two gentlemen hurt, 
their pain will stay with me 
forever,” he said. 


“Not a day when I can 
sleep without thinking 
about those gentlemen.” 

When sentencing him, 
Judge Haworth described 
Adamec’s actions as “cal¬ 
lous in the extreme”. 

He said: “Your reaction 
I can only describe as des¬ 
picable. 

“You did absolutely noth¬ 
ing to assist the injured 
men, and you left them to 
the mercy of whether they 
were capable of calling an 
ambulance, or the chance 
of another vehicle coming 
along. 

“You weren’t to know 
whether that happened or 
not.”

Club hopes 
CCTV will 


stop vandals

A RUGBY club is planning to install 
CCTV cameras after a campaign 
of vandalism that has lasted more 
than eight months. 

The damage at Haverhill Rugby 
Club started around Christmas last 
year. 

Now the club has now submit¬ 
ted a grant application to Haverhill 
Town Council for funding for CCTV 
cameras in a bid to put an end to 
the destruction. 

Club vice-chairman David Hal¬ 
sey said:“We have had our spon¬ 
sor boards ripped off repeatedly 
graffiti on our storage containers, 
bricks thrown at our security lights. 
It’s getting to the point where it’s ri¬ 
diculous.” 

Over the August Bank Holiday 
weekend, vandals sprayed ob¬ 
scenities on the rugby club build¬ 
ing. The club has not yet been able 


to remove it as it has damaged the 
brickwork. 

“It’s not an easy job,” said Mr 
Halsey. “We will probably have 
to try and do it ourselves to keep 
costs down.” 

Another example of vandalism 
came back in July, when vandals 
ripped down a goalpost on one of 
the rugby pitches. 

The goalpost has only been 
repaired thanks to hundreds of 
pounds of donations from mem¬ 
bers of the public and hours of 
work by volunteers. 

Mr Halsey said: “We need CCTV 
and we need funding to help us pay 
for it to protect the people who use 
the facilities. 

“The damage they do when they 
are ripping bricks off walls is caus¬ 
ing a danger. We have over 80 kids 
that go up there on a Sunday and

we need to protect those children.” 

He said he hoped the CCTV cam¬ 
eras would either act as a deterrent 
and prevent the vandalism from 
happening, or would provide evi¬ 


dence that would help the police 
track down suspects.

Devolution wins 
backing of 53% 


MORE than half of people 
surveyed are in support of de¬ 
volution in Suffolk. 

Ten thousand people were 
asked for their views on 
whether Suffolk and Norfolk 
should be devolved and 53 
per cent supported it in prin¬ 
ciple. 

The deal for the two coun¬ 
ties under devolution would 
see £25m pumped into the 
area for the next 30 years to 
support economic growth, lo¬ 
cal infrastructure and jobs. 

Another £125m would be 
provided over the next five 
years for building new homes, 
and a £225m transport budget 
for the next four years would 
be put in place. 

The deal has been put to¬ 
gether after initial plans to 
unite Norfolk and Suffolk with 
Cambridgeshire met resist¬ 
ance from the latter county. 

Fifty-two per cent of peo¬ 
ple surveyed also supported 
a mayor, and 58 per cent sup¬ 
ported the councils in Suffolk 
and Norfolk coming together 
as a combined authority.

The requirement to have 
a directly-elected mayor has 
been called into question re¬ 
cently, as new prime minis¬ 
ter Theresa May is reportedly 
considering scrapping it. 

From those asked, with 
6,080 responses coming from 
a phone survey by Ipsos- 
Mori, job creation and young 
people “earning or learning" 
were top priorities for the au¬ 
thority. 

Andy Wood, independ¬ 
ent chair of the East Anglia 
Devolution headers Group, 
said: “Devolution is about im¬ 
proving people’s lives and the 
places they live. 

“It’s great that those re¬ 
sponding to the consultation 
recognise that and support 
more decisions being taken 
locally. Thank you to every¬ 
one who took the time to re¬ 
spond. 

“headers are committed to 


building on all the success 
and positives of the two coun¬ 
ties to make Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk as successful as possible 
for the future.” 

Ipsos-Mori also surveyed 
250 businesses across the two 
counties. 

Among businesses, 54 per 
cent supported the principle 
of devolution and 59 per cent 
supported the Norfolk and 
Suffolk’ councils joining to¬ 
gether. 

However, only 47 per cent 
of businesses supported the 
idea of a directly-elected may¬ 
or, with 27 per cent against it. 

The responses will now be 
reported to the Secretary of 
State. 

Devolution for the counties 
will only progress if all the lo¬ 
cal councils and the local en¬ 
terprise partnerships endorse 
the proposed deal in June.

Flood fears over 
55-home site 


A PLANNED development 
of 55 homes could leave lo¬ 
cals knee-deep in floodwa- 
ter, councillors say. 

The development, on Bar- 
tlow Road in Linton, just off 
the A1307, was approved 
by South Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee last week. 

But Linton parish council¬ 
lors say the 55 houses near 
the River Granta could leave 
homes vulnerable to flood¬ 
ing. 

Linton has previously suf¬ 
fered significant floods. 

In 2001, the village flood¬ 
ed so badly that many of its 
shops were out of action for 
months as they repaired the 
damage. Flooding occurred 
again in 2014, prompting 
the village to invest in flood 
defences in 2015. 

Now they have fears that 
the new development will 
reduce surface water ab¬ 
sorption and affect the 
floodplain, leaving villag¬ 
ers vulnerable to flooding 
again.

Parish councillor Enid 
Bald said: “Linton has been 
working really hard to put in 
flood defences to improve 
the village. We know it has 
worked and had a positive 
effect on water levels. The 
village flooded in 2014. We 
had the same water levels in 
2016 and we did not flood. 
That is all going to be put at 
risk by this.” 

Linton district council¬ 
lor john Batchelor, who is 
on the planning committee 
voted against the applica¬ 
tion. He said: “I am appalled 
at it.” 

He said that policies nor¬ 
mally in place to protect Lin¬ 
ton from having more than 
30 houses built on a single 
development had not been 
taken into account, due to 
government emphasis on 
hitting housing targets. 

But vice-chair of the plan¬ 
ning committee Kevin Cuf- 


fley, who voted in favour 
of the application, said all 
major objections, including 
flooding, had received ad¬ 
equate responses. 

He said the committee 
had received a report from 
Anglian Water saying its sys¬ 
tems could cope with the 
water levels, and landscap¬ 
ing would mean it would not 
be an unattractive addition 
to the village. 

He added: “We have got a 
massive housing shortage in 
the area.” 

A spokesperson for Bid- 
wells, the agents for the ap¬ 
plicants, said: “The applica¬ 
tion received a resolution 
to grant outline planning 
permission from the plan¬ 
ning committee based on 
the technical information 
submitted in support, which 
included a comprehensive 
flood risk assessment.”

Group in danger 
of closing down 


A RESIDENTS’ association 
that has been campaigning 
on behalf of local people for 
more than 20 years is set to 
fold if no new members can 
be found. 

The committee of Haver- 
hill-based Chalkstone Ten¬ 
ants’ and Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation (CATRA) took the 
decision at a meeting last 
Wednesday. 

The committee of older 
people decided it was not 
able to continue its work 
without younger members. 

CATRA still has nearly 
£1,000 in the bank, which 
committee members hope 
could be put towards some¬ 
thing to help the communi¬ 
ty on the Chalkstone Estate. 

Secretary Ernie Goody 
said he had been a mem¬ 
ber of the association for 20 
years and it had been run¬ 
ning for longer than that. 

The association had cam¬ 
paigned for a children’s play 
park on the Chalkstone Es¬ 
tate and a skate park which

was ultimately built in the 
town’s Howe Road. 

Mr Goody, who has lived 
on the Chalkstone Estate 
since 1974, said about the 
group’s achievements: “It’s 
the unseen stuff like get¬ 
ting people’s trees cut back, 
things like getting peo¬ 
ple’s disabled parking bays 
painted.” 

But now the committee 
says there are no younger 
people willing to join the 
association and champion 
residents. 

Mr Goody said: “There 
are a lot of people in mul¬ 
tiple occupancy homes and 
they’ve got no sense of be¬ 
longing.” 

He said that now residents 
on the Chalkstone Estate 
could only have the town 
council to go to for help. 

Mr Goody urged residents 


to get involved in CATRA 
before it was too late, say¬ 
ing: “It’s for people who 
are interested in the area, 
and want to see things im¬ 
proved, and want to cam¬ 
paign for that.” 

But if CATRA cannot be 
saved, then the commit¬ 
tee is looking to donate its 
money to a good cause that 
would benefit the people of 
the Chalkstone Estate. 

This could be any kind 
of project, organisation or 
group that exists to improve 
the lives of residents on the 
estate - preferably one with¬ 
out political or religious af¬ 
filiations.
